Bayard Taylor, who last summer made a 


journey to the North Cape, writes from 
Hammerfest, Finmark. his impre'sious of 
(he continuous polar daylight of the Arctic 
latitudes, froin which tvo extract the follow- 
ing : 


'lam tired of this unendingdaylight, and 


would willingly exchange tho pomp of tho 
Arctic midnight for the starlight darkness 
of home. 
We are confuted 
by the loss of 


n i g h t ; we lose the perception of time.— 
One is never sleepy, but simply tired, and 
after a sleep of eight hours by sunshine, 
wakei tip as tired as ever. 
His sleep nt 


last is broken and irregular; he substi- 
tutes a number of short naps, distributed 
through time, and finally gets into a state of 
general uneasiness and discomfort. 
A Ham- 


tuerfest merchant, who has mado frequent 
voyages to Spitzbergen, told me that in tho 
latitude of SO deg. he never knew certainly 
whether it was day or night, and the 
cook- 


was the only person on board who could tell 
him. 


'At first tho nocturnal sunshine strikes 


you as being wonderfully convenient. 
You 


lose nothing of the scenery; you can rend 
and write as usual ; you neser- need be in 
a hurry, because there is time enough for 
everything. 
It is not necessary to do your 


day's work in the daytime, for no night 
cometh. 
You are never belated, somewhat 


of the stress of life is lifted off your shoul- 
ders. 
But, after a time, you would be glad 


of an excuse lo stop seeing and observing 
and thinking, and even enjoying. 


'There is no compulsive rest, such as 


darkness brings—no sweet isolation, which 
is the best refreshment of sleep. 
You 
lie 


down in tho broad day, and the summons 
'arise !' attends on the re-opening your eyes. 
I never wont below and saw my fellow- 
passengers all around me without a sudden 
feeling that something was wrong, that they 
were drugged, or under some unnatural in- 
fluence, that they thus slept so fast 
while 


the sunshine streamed iu through the port- 
holes. 


'There are some advantages of this North- 


ern s u m m e r - w h i c h have presented them- 
selves to me in rather a grotesque light.— 
Think what an aid and shelter is removed 
from crime — how many vices which can on- 
ly flourish in the deceptive atmospheres of 
night must, be checked by the sober reality 
of daylight! 
No assassin 
can dog the 


steps of his victim ; no burglar can work in 
sunshine ; no guilty lovers can hold stolen 
interviews by moonlight—all concealment is 
removed, for thesuri, like the Eye of G-od, 
sees everything, and the secret vices of the 
earth must bo bold indeed, if they can bear 
his gaze. 
Morally, as well as physically, 


there is safety in light and dinger iu dark- 
ness—and yet give mo the darkness and Ihe 
danger! 
Let the patrolling sun go off his 


beat for a while, and show a little coca'dence 
in my ability to behave properly, rather 
than worry me with hh sleepless vigilance.

amid of Cheops, says "that ho walked a- 
round it, wading in the deep sand fourteen 
hundred feet, before he pissed one of its 
sides, and bntwren five and six thousand 
feet before ho made the circuit." 
He then 


proceeds to thus further describe it, affording 
a better idea of the stupendous size and ex 
tent of this Royal doad-house than we have 
heretofore read: 


"Take nn hundred New York churches, 


of the ordinary width, and arrange them 
in a hollow square, twenty-five nn aside, 
and you would scarcely have the 
base of 


this pyramid ; lake another hundred and 
throw their material into tho hollow square 
and it would not be full.

stone 
nud brick of Philadelphia and Bos- 


ton, anJ the structure would not be as

One layer of blocks was long sin3e removed 
to Cairo for building purposes, and enough 
remains to supply the demands of a city of 
half a million of people for a century, if 
they were permitted freely to use it."

pasture or stall, if not 90 fat, wouH make 
more juioy, tender and sweater beef.

where, with good shoulders, or rather what 
a butcher would term 'showing his shoulder 
to his ear,' without any flink. rest assured 
that they have been 'drifted,' or in some 
other way injudiciously handled for slaugh- 
tering, for if there is no flank, thera is not 
much fat. 
A poor bullock does not wear

and the neck and round would be the ou!y 
parts of such a bullock left for a steak.—

longer see with content their 
magnificent 


resources closed before the adverse power 
of the cheap labor and established manu- 
factories of the Old World. 
The farmers 


of the West are getting clearer ideas of the 
necessity of enlarging tha home market and 
of establishing a closer connection with tha 
manufacluriug interest. 
Even the Demo- 


crats of Maine, by their resolutions in tho 
6th Congressional District, are clamoring 
for a repeal of the free trade features of the 
Reciprocity Treaty, and for a revision of tho 
tariff, and aro deprecating the 
Democrati- 


cally threatened repeal of the fishing boun- 
ties and of the navigation laws.

Every manufactu- 
rer encouraged in our country makes p»rl 
of a market for provisions within ourselves, 
and saves as much money to the country 
as must otherwise be exported to pay for 
the manufactures he supplies. Here in 
England it is well known and understood 
that, wherever a manufacture is established 
which employs a number of hands, it raise* 
the value of lands in the neighboring coun- 
try all round it, partly by the greater de- 
mand near at hand for the produce of the 
land, and partly from the plenty of niPn«y 
•drawn by the manufacturers to that part of 
the country. 
It seems, therefore, tb« in- 


terest of all our farmers and owners of 
lands to encourage our young manufactures 
in preference to foreign ones imported a- 
luoug us from distant countries."
